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Wilson Sounds Warning In Inaugural Address 


•• ••• »ASHINOTOH, March 5.—PrMidentf Wilson sounded a 
l^y new doctrine of internationalism and world peace in his 
* » 
inaugural address today; but in the same breath warned 


that the United States may "require a more immediate association" 
with the war than mere armed neutrality. 


He spoke a unity of American thought, spirit and action and 


voiced the view that this must be an Americanism steeped in world- 
spirit instead of the isolated national view of the past. His princi- 
pal plea for world peace, spoken before the thousands attending his 


second inauguration, caned tor: 


Limitation of world armaments. 
Equal interest and responsibility of all nations for maintaining 


peace. 


Equality of nations in all matters of right or privilege. 
Destruction of ther'.'armed balance of power." 
That all the world should support no other power than the view 


that "governments derive all their just powers from the consent of 
the governed." 
' 


Freedom of the seas equal to all. 
Crushing of any attempts within a nation to organize or assist 


a revolution .against another nation. 


Electric with the spirit of patriotism of Americanism, of a new 


world unity, the speech solemnly suggested that despite the war 
'fires raging and despite the possibility that this nation must take a 
broader hand, still that peape is coming soon. 


"The shadows that now lie dark on our path will soon be dis- 


pelled," the president declared. 


Armed neutrality is our stand, he said, yet this may not suffice. 
"We have been obliged to arm ourselves to make good onr claim 


to a i-crtain minimum of right, and of freedom of fiction," he de- 
clared on this subject.

•'We stand firm in armed neutrality since it seems that in no 


other way can we demonstrate what it is we insist on, and cannot 
forego."

SPIRIT OF THE DAYS OF LINCOLN MARKS INAUGURAL 
PRESiDENT WILSON DOUBTFUL AS TO RIGHT TO ARM SHIPS 


Thrill And Solemnity Of 
War Stamped On Ceremony, 
Though Peace Strain Ran 
Through The Entire Program 


Washington, March. 5.—Flanked by thousands upon thousands 


of his countrymen, President Wilson was inducted into his second 
term today. . 
• 


The spirit of the time harked back to the days of Lincoln. 
The thrill and solemnity of war was stamped upon the simple, 


democratic ceremony, though a strain of peace ran through the pro- 
ceedings too. 


It was just 12:67 o'clock when Wilson kissed the Bible, com- 


pleting: the oath which he had taken twice within two days. 


Standing with bared head, he accepted the solemn, serious gift 


of a nation still at peace, but touched on all sides by the flames of 
war. 


Behind the blare of martial music, behind the patriotic clamor 


of the throngs, behind the pomp and splendor of marching soldiers, 
marines, civilians, the war note rang clear. 


SOUNDS WAR NOTE BUT PRONOUNCES NEW • 


PEACE DOCTRINE 


The president himielf sounded it, saying we might perforce be 


compelled to take more active part in the great struggle. But at the 
sane time he pronounced a new peace doctrine for the whole world. 


At 12:30 o'clock the president appeared at the front door lead- 


ing from the capitol. to.the platform. - 


He was accompanied by Mrs. Wilson and his aides. 
By this time a raw breeze was sweeping the crowded stand and 


the stamping of thousands of feet as the people struggled to keep 
warm, changed to a roar of applause. 


Simultaneously the sun burst out from an overcast sky. The 


president looked up and smiled. "Well, that's fine," he said.

Crowd Got Beyond Control 01 Police

May Call Special Session Of 
Congress To Secure Passage 


Of Armed Neutrality Bill 


Washington, March 5.—President Wilson has asked the legal 


authorities of the government to give him a formal opinion within 
24 hours, as to whether or not he has the power to furnish navy ar- 
mament for American merchantmen without special authorisation 
by congress. (Jpon this decision depends whether the president 
will go ahead despite the senate's failure to act on the armed neu- 
trality measure and take the steps which he has feared he did not 
lave the power to take. 
. 
. 


If the president finds he has the power to go ahead and arm, 


merchantmen it probably will delay his calling an extra session of 
congress. 


On the other hand if his legal advisers report that h« has not' 


the necessary authority without a special enactment, he will call 
an extra session just as soon as the senate acts upon revision of the, 
rules and will raintroduce his "armed neutrality" request.

5.—At 12:15 the thousands 
of spectators crowded on the 
plaza on the east front of the • 
capitol to hear the president's 
address got beyond control of 
police and Boy Scouts. Cav-

This time the police 
gave in. One woman, bare- 
headed and with three small 
children, was in the 
front 


row of the crowd. Each of 
the youngsters carried 
an 


American flag, which was 
waved with vigor every time 
a policeman looked at the 
bearer. A husky Hew York 
militiaman, his back to 'the 
crowdJ — permitted 
the 


youngsters to crawl out into 
the front where they watched 
the proceedings in safety.

Calling attention M the fact that "more than five hundred of 


the 531 members of congress were ready and anxious "to act" the 
president declared nothing could be accomplished "because a little 
group of eleven senators" so determined. 


The position-of the president is strikingly set forth in the 


following passages from his statement 


"In the immediate presence of a crisis fraught with more 


subtle and far-reaching possibilities of national danger than 
any other the government has known within the whole history 
of its international relations, the congress has been unable to 


• act either to safeguard the country or to vindicate the elemen- 
tary rights of its citizens. 


"Although a* a matter of fact the nation and the repre- 


sentatives of the nation stand behind the executive with un- 
precedented unanimity and spirit the impression made abroad 
will, of course, be that it is not so and that other governments 
may act as they please without fear that this government can 
do anything at all. We cannot explain. The explanation is 
incredible. 


"The senate of the United States is the only legislative 


body in the world which cannot act when its majority is ready 
for action." A little group cf wilful men, representing no opin- 
ion but their own have rendered the great government of the 
United States helpless and contemptible. 


"The remedy—there is but one remedy. The only remedy 


is that the rules of the senate shall be so altered that it can act. 
The country can be relied upon to draw the moral. I believe 
that the senate can be relied on to supply the means of actioa 
and save the country from disaster. 


The president's belief that he had the power to arm mer- 


chant ships despite the action of the senate was dissipated when 
his legal advisers discovered a statute passed by congress in 1819 
dissipating this idea. 


The statute in question provides "that the c ommander and 


sre too clear to be obscured. They are too deeply rooted in the j crew of any merchant vessel of the United States owned wholly or 
principles of our national life to be altered. We desire neither con- 
quest nor advantage. We wish nothing that can be had only at the 
cost of another people. 
We have always professed unselfish pur- 


pose and we covet the opportunity to prove that our professions 
ar« sincere. 


"There are many thinp still to do at home, to clarify our own 


politics, and give new vitality to the industrial processes of our 
own life, and we shall do them as time and opportunity serve; but 
we realize that the greatest things that remain to be done must be 
done, with the whole world for a stage and in co-operation with the 
wide and universal forces of mankind, and we are making our 
spirits ready for those things. 
They will follow in the immediate 


wake of the war itself, and will set civilization up again. We are 
provincials no longer. 
FORTUNES AS A NATION INVOLVED IN WORLD EVENTS 


"The tragical events of the thirty montlis 
of 
vital turmoil 


through which we have just passed have made us citizens of the 
world. There can be no turning back. Our own fortunes as a na- 
tion are involved, whether we would have it so or not. 


"And yet we are not the less Americans on that account. We 


shall be the more American if we but remain true to the principles 
in which we have been bred. They are not the principles of a prov- 
ince or a single continent. We have known and boasted all along 
that they were the principles of a liberated mankind. These, there- 
fore, 
are the things we stand for, whether in war or in peace: 


."That all nations arc equally interested in the peace of the 


world and in the political stability of free peoples, and equally re 
tponsible for their maintenance. 


"That the essential principle of peace is the actual equalHv 


of nations in all matters of right or privilege. 


"That peace cannot securely or justly rest upon an armed bal- 


ance of power. 


"That governments derive all their just powers from the con- 


sent of the governed and nnd tbnt no other powers should be sup. 
'ported by tbe common thought, p urpose or power of the family of 
nations. 


"That the seas should be equally free nnrt safe for the use nf 


ail peoples, under rules ,-ct up by common agreement and consent, 
and that, so far ns practicable, they should be accessible to all upon 
equal terms.

Wilson May Call Extra Session Of Congress To 
Secure The Passage 01 Armed Neutrality Bill 
President Inaugurated Into Second Term Today 


ASKS FOR DECISION 
ON POWER TO ARM 
11 MERCHANTMEN 


Washington, March 5.—President' Wilson has asked the legal 


authorities of the government to give him a formal opinion within 
24 hours, as to whether or not he ha£ the power to furnish navy ar- 
mament for American merchantmen without special authorization 
ly congress. tJpon this decision depends whether the president 
will go ahead despite the senate's failure to act on the armed neu- 
trality measure and take the steps which he has feared he did not 
have the power to take.

Washington, March 5.—Even thougK the senate is in session to- 


day, it cannot, if it wishes, do anything to save tue armed neutrality 
bill. Under the rules, legislation introduced in each congress is au- 
tomatically dead at the end of that congress, no matter whether it 
has passed one house or not. To pass the 'armed neutrality bill 
now would require re-passage by the new house of representatives 
and passage by the new senate. 
* 


• Washington March Si^President Wilson wants quick action by 
the United States senate'to change the rules and permit rapid 
passage of an "armed neutrality" measure when he calls an extra 
session of congress to re-introduce the bill/ 


Admitting that his hands are tied by ancient statutes which 


forbid him arming merchant vessels and taking other means of 
protecting American rights, the president is relying on the senate 
to act "and save the country-from disaster." 


In bitter exocration of "the little group of wilful men, repre- 


senting no opinion but their own "who filibustered the neutrality, 
bill to death, the president has declared "the great government of 
the United States" is in a "helpless.and contemptible" position be- 
fore the world.

It was the plan of administration senate leaders to read the 


president's proclamation of last night in the upper body today if it 
remains convened in extra session long enough before closing to 
witness the inaugural ceremonies. 


It is now evident the president will call an extra session of 


congress just as soon as the senate, now in extra session, acts upon 
changing the rules of unlimited debate. 


Until this is done, the president declared in his formal state- 


ment "the paralysis of the senate" with "no rules by which dila- 
tory tactics can be prevented'' would continue. 


Calling attention to the'fact that "more than five hundred of

will, of course, be that it is not so and that other governments 
may act as they please without fear that this government can 
do anything at all. 
We cannot explain. The explanation is 


incredible.

"The senate of the United States is the only legislative 


body in the world which cannot act when its majority is ready 
?or action. A little group of wilful men, representing no opin- 
ion but their own have rendered the great government of the 
United States helpless and contemptible.

"The remedy—there is but one remedy. The only remedy 


is that the rules of the senate shall be so altered that it can act. 
The country can be relied upon to draw the moral. I believe 
that the senate can be relied on to supply the means of action 
and save the country from disaster^ 


The president's belief that he had the power to arm

chant ships despite the action of the senate was 'dissipated when 
h's legal advisers discovered a statute passed by congress in 1819 
dissipating this idea.
